A newsboy at eleven, his first venture into 
the publishing field made possible by $500 saved 
up out of his pay checks by his wife, Annie 
Reid Knox, he has become one of the magnates 
of American newspaperdom, owning among 
other properties the Chicago Daily News. A 
man of the Theodore Roosevelt type, vigorous 
in body and mind, he will be a stout contender 
for the Republican nomination to the Presi- 
dency.

Here 
are a few sidelights on Col. Knox from the 
most searching viewpoint of all—that of the 
man who works under him.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, 1847, the look-out 
at the then very primitive quar- 
antine at Grosse Isle, just below 
Quebec, noted the approach of a 
yessel with the flag indicating 
sickness on board. She was the 
Urania from Cork, Ireland, with 
the first detachment of thousands 
of people who were fleeing from 
Ireland because of the famine. 
She had been two months on the 
voyage and death had played 
havoc with her human freight. 
Almost immediately after sailing 
typhus fever appeared among the 
passengers, already enfeebled 
from lack of food. Within a week 
there were daily, almost hourly, 
funerals as the dead were cast 
into the sea. The plague spread; 
others died; and when the Urania

carried the plague with them up 
to Montreal, up the river to 
Kingston, Toronto and Hamilton.

The Mail Bag 

PRICE-INFLATION } Suppose that, for any valid 
reason, the shoe merchants of 


Editor Bulletin: It is quite com- 
monly assumed, as being obvious, 


that price-advances reduce the 
rate at which consumers can ab- 
sorb the products of industry, 
with the available. currency in 
circulation. Thus Mr. Aberhart, 
in an article in the Calgary Al- 
bertan of 12 Oct., 35, said: “Man- 
kind has increased the prices at 
which all these goods are avail- 


able, so that the distributed pur- 
chasing-power is insufficient to 
handle the goods produced.” 

The price-inflation in question 
relates presumably to the actual 
cost of production, (representing 
the costs of labor and manage- 
ment, of materials and power, 
and of necessary services, togeth- 
er with normal profits sufficient 
to cover the costs of plan 
tenance and a fair return for cap- 
ital investment); and it-—the price- 
inflation—consists therefore of 
speculative elements of surplus 
profit taken as the market per- 
mits 

To particularize the situation, 
it is assumed that, when prices 
are advanced, say, 5 per cent, 
costs remaining unaltered, the 
currency available will be suffi- 
cient to buy only 95% per cent 
of the current production. Plaus- 
ible as it appears, however, that 
assumption is erroneous, as the 
following illlustration reveals 


ne 


Alberta advance the price of $5 
shoes by 50c, Then it seems quite 
clear, as Mr, Aberhart and others 
would argue, that $55, which 
would formerly purchased 11 
pairs of shoes, will now purchase 
only 10 pairs 

That argument, however, leaves 


out of account a relevant and 
quite important feature of the 
operation. For it is obvious that, 
out of the sale of every 10 pairs 
of shoes at the advanced price, 
the merchants will make $5 of 
urplus pre that is to say, 


enough to buy the eleventh pair 
at the old price—and of course 
they would not advance the price 
on themselves 


Thus the 55 is still sufficient 
to buy 11 pairs of these shoes in 
spite of the price advance. Or- 


dinary customers may not have so 
many shoes to wear, but the shoe 
merchant will have all the more; 
and, sincesthe rake-off is in cash, 
they can spend it on other things 
if they want to. General purchas- 
ing power has not been reduced: 
it has only been redistributed, by 
transfer from one class to an- 
other

This transfer of credit would be 
recorded by an entry in the clearing 
house books 


PAY BILLS 

The grocer, in turn, would use 
his $10 credit with the city by using 
it for payment of light, water or 
telephone bills; or he could transfer 
this credit to someone else for goods 
and services. The third party, on 
receipt of the slip from the grocer, 
would also be credited for same by 
the clearing house 

There would be no “dollar de- 
on these slips and no cash 
would be allowed on them.
